Speaking at a farewell 

ress conference tonight, 
han ked by Mr Witness 
Mangwende, the Zimbabwe 
Foreign Minister, Lord 
Carrington said: “I think the 
situation here is calm. 1F you 
look at it from the outside 
and look at the Lancaster 
House constitution Mr 
Mugabe is entitled to have 
whom he likes in his govern. 
ment, and it seems to me that 
the situation here is stable", 

Lord Carrington met Mr 
Robert Mugabe, the Prime 
Minister, for nearly an hour 
and a half yesterday and for 
funch today. He said Mr 
Mugabe’s plans for a one- 
party state were among 
subjects covered. 

“He said that he thinks 
that in the long term a one- 
party state might be the right 
auswer for Zimbabwe, but 
there is no questiûn of doing 
it against the wishes of the 
people of Zimbabwe or of 
doing it against the consti. 
tution or in arn urilconsti- 
tutional way. If you look at 
the constitution you will see 
what that means”, Lord 
Carrington said. 

Asked for his view of 
Zimbabwe's record since 
independence. Lord Carring- 
ton replied that despit 
inevitable troubles and dıffi- 
culties there had been ““re- 
markable progress if you 
look at it in the round”. He 
acknowledged that there was 
“some unease in the white 
population here at the pre- 
sent time, probably most 
amongst skilled craftsmen’".

From the Director, the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds 
Sîr, Your profile of the Forestry 
Commission (February 22) states 
that the conservationists “know 
thar they need sites for golden 
plovers’ nests so they know that 
they are against afforestation’, 
Nor so. ele is ample room 
urther fores: in many parts 0: 
upland Scotland the point at 
issue is the choice of sites. In 
Wales ard England much less 
plantable land remains. In Wales 
a substantial proportion is knowua 
to be the national stronghold for 
important upland bird communi- 
ties, including the golden plover. 
in northern England and 
Scotland the R ciety for 
the Protection of Birds and the 
Nature Conservancy Council are 


` undertaking rnajor ‘survey 


grammes to pinpoint sensitive 
upland areas and identify the 
habitat requirements of bird 
species at risk. But it will require 
a commitment from forestry 
interests if integration is to be 
successful. . 

So far as existing state for 
forests are concerned, we are 


. Particularly pleased that the 


commission has embarked on 
work, in conjunction with our 
society, to produce detailed 
guidelines which will enable bird 
conservation objectives to be 
taken properly ınta account in 
future forest management, 

. However there are stil areas 
where serious differences of 


' opinion exist, notably over the 
` management 


of the country's 
remaining seminatural wood- 
lands. Of particular concern are 
remnant areas of Caledonian pine 
forest: the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds is deeply 
concened by the apparent failure 
of the native Finewgod scheme, 
administered by the Forestry 
Commissiou, tO prevent the 
clearance of mature woodland on 
Speyside which is the prime 
habitat for Britain’s only endemic 
bird, the Scottish crossbill, and 
two pinewood specialities, the 
crested tit ad capercaillie.

European Court judgment on caning 


Mrs X vo United Kingdom, report 
adopted by the Commission ‘on 
December 17, 1981). 

In the latter case the British 
Government compromised an 
article 3 claim ising from a 
school punishment of “a few: 
strokes of the cane” by paying 
£1,200 damages to the applicant 
and unde 1 to issue a 
circular (the text of which, .I 
believe, has still to be approved 
by the Commission) advising local 
education authorities in the 


United Kingdom “that the use of ` 


corporal punishment might in 
certain circumstances amount to 
treatment contrary to article 3 of 
the Convention”. 

The obligations which- the 
Goverıment has thereby under- 
taken under international law 
would appear to be unaffected b 
the court’s decision in Campbell 
and Cosans vu United Kingdom. 

It should perhaps also be 
emphasized that a friendly settle- 
ment is an ad-hoc arrangement 
arrived at by the parties {o one 
particular dispute on the basis of 
“respect for human rights as 
defined in the Conyventiou”. It 
does not affect the right of other 
complainants to have their cases 
heard.

The tableau of furious death 
was absolute, carved from ice.
